Applicant argiies in substance that: Mooney does not teach installing the service profile for a service on the client to enable the client to 
use the service. 

In response to applicant's arguments that the reference does not teach feature of the claimed limitation, the applicant is reminded that the 
claims are given the broadest reasonable interpretation. The claim merely recites the service profile to be installed on the client to enable 
the client to use the new service. The claim does not provide any specifics or details of installation. Mooney teaches receiving service 
record (service profile) and storing on client device (see column 2, lines 21-34). Mooney also teaches installing service discovery protocol, 
which configures the devices to store (install) service record (see Column 1 , lines 34-51). Therefore, teaching of Mooney meets the 
claimed limitation of installing the service profile for a service on the client to enable the client to use the service.
